what we today knàw as Judo; He 
Invented one of Judo's most impor- 
tant techniques, that; of Ukcmi or 
breakfali; vrhich allows a student to 
fall from any height or-aiiy speed 
wifbout fear of accident upon im- 
pact. , -• ' 

Many people have a rather spu- 
rious Icnowledge of Judo, due to 
misleading novels, or romantic mo- 
vies. When uked what they Icnow 
about the subject, they will men- 
tion throws, then demonstrate the 
famous Judo "chop" with the side 
of the hand; This chop is not true 
Judo. It belongs to another Japa- 
nese fighting technique called Kfr 
rate which is mostly concerned 
with lethal blows; blows which can 
bresik bones, cave in ribs, stun, and

movement Most people know this 
Judo maxim: "never resist". This is 
the use of force or movement. By 
quickly pulling vihm an opponent 
pushes, the Judo student is . using 
the antagonist's weight or force for 
his own purpose: a devastating 
throw, and very much against the 
opponent.

The beginner at Judo tbinlcs he 
is progressing beautifully w'aen 
practidng his throws with a frfend, 
but his first bout with an upr-er 
belt holder is usually fraught with 
disappointment for this very rea- 
son. In this case, his opponent had 
enough practice to feel and use the 
beginner's movements even before 
he, himself realized he was making 
them. It is from this point -of de- 
feat that the beginner starts to 
learn Judo. 

Judo is a split-second sport The- 
re is no time to think more than 
once. It is faster than hockey; the 
sudden, small, darting movements 
so essential to a good throw often 
pass unnoticed by virtue of their 
rapidity. The perception of even 
the flick of an eyelid and the sub- 
sequent tlirow must be performed 
with blurring speed to be success- 
ful. 

The Beginner 

The beginner in Judo is first 
taught Dr. Kano's famous Xnremi, 
leomfaig to.land without hurting 



himself. This technique 'takes only 
a few weeks to. master, and con- 
stant practice. té remain cffertlve. 
The beginner at first considers this 
a waste of time,: wondering when 
he will start lettning the artual 
throws and many beginners quit 
during tliis period. Yet many who 
persist soon learn how valuable 
this knowledge is, for without it 
fractured heads, broken necks, col- 
lar bones, backs, would be com- 
mon. It goes without saying that 
anyone ignorant of Ukemi Qgbting 
a Judoka in a street fight may suf- 
fer serious injury or at least beco- 
me very reluctant to continue the 
engagement 

After that tlie beginner is taught 
about twelve throws, some of whidh 
become his favourites, andin wUch 
he wUl spedalbe. Even black belts 
have their favooiile techniques 
which are rcsponatUe for winning 
thehr tournaments. TbcK throws 
are grouped under the three major 
headhigs: leg^eehniiiuea^ where the 
leg movement plays the|inost^im- 
portant part hipthrows. wh'érr the 
opponent is lifted and carried over 
on the thrower's Up, and hand- 
techniques like the famous over- 
tbfrshonlder throw used by movie 
heroes. 

As the beginner moves from co- 
lour belt to colour belt from white 
to yellow to orange, from thence 
to green, blue, brown, and finally 
the coveted black belt his know- 
ledge increases. Each belt is more 
difficult ' to attain than the last; 
tournament records and attitude to 
Judo behig prime factors.

Dr. Kano was an eager student of 
the Jiujitsu school and saw the im- 
mense possibilities that this fight- 
ing technique had. as a safe but 
exciting sport. With a few friends,

Is concerned mostly with throws; 
the use of the opponents' weight 
and strength against him. 

Important Principles 
This is, as most people know, the 
key to Judo. What few understand 
is the practice of this concept For 
example, any person standfaig nor- 
mally is off-balance in two direc- 
tions: backwards and forwards. If 
he does not. move his feet it is an 
easy matter to push him over back- 
wards with the little finger, or pull 
him forward onto his toes wiUi 
equally little effort If he moves 
his foot backward or forward 
he is going oft balance in two mo- 
re directions, agabist which force 
can be applied effectively. 

Another factor In successful Judo 
is the utilization of an opponent's
